. . HERE. 


STORY OF COLLISION. 


_ With her bow badly battered as 
the result of her collision in the 
Yangtzge with! the s.s. Jinsho 
Maru, the R.M.S. Empress of 
Canada’ arrived . at Lyemun late 
laét night, and went into. dry dock’ 
at Taikoo early this morning. 


Her: passengers were brougint 
into town by car, and her cargo 
is to be discharged while sHe is 
undergoing” repairs, | : 


“Stem Twisted. = - 


The Canada’s stem is twisted 
and her plates..bent, and though 
ghe did not make water, an entire 
renewal of her bows in the ‘re- 
sion of her water line will prob- 
ably be necéssary. It is expec7- 
ed that the Empress’ of ‘Canada 
will be in dock at Taikoo for a 
week or ten days, after which she 
will proceed to Manila. 


The collision oceurred on Mon- 
day morning when the Empress 
liner was going up-river to Shang- 
hal after completing her trans- 
Pacific ‘voyage. : 

The Jinsho Maru, « Japanese 
collier, was struck, it is reported, 
in the region of her engine room. 
She .was badly holed, a: boiler ‘ex- 
plosion folloWed, two firemen be- 
ing scalded, und it was necessary 
to beach her hastily to prevent 
4inking. ©. “ . 

As far a3 is known/ the Jinsho 
Maru still lies grounded in the 
Yungtsze River near Woosung. 


Much Damage. 


In its account’ of the collisor, 
the N.C. Daily News of ‘Tuesday 
gaysi—The big Empress struck 
the dmaller vessel] with her stem, 
striking midships and practieally 
bisecting the, cargo boat :before 
she could draw off, following the 
‘eollision. The impact left traces 
of wreckage on the bow of the 
Empreis as well,. where several 
small holes resulted above the 
stenmer’s water line, With consi- 
derable denting and splitting of 
the ateel plate Iswer down. .The 
damage, lowever, to the ~Jarger 
ship was not estimated as great, 
and temporary repairs were com- 
menced immedintely. 

The ‘smaller boat, however, Was 
seriously damaged, and passengers 
on board the Canada at the time, 
most of whom rushed forward to 
see what had happened’ and heliev- 
ing that the steamer ‘had struck, 
a rock as the vibration was felt 
throughout the ship, saw a cloud 
of steam arising like a sereen 
over the stricken vessel. This 
was taken as evidence that the 
stearm pipes and engines had beea 
badly damaged by the impact. 


Almost Cut In Two. 


Although the collision was 
described by vye-witnegses 23 
being over in . less than -ten 
seconds,” it was apparent almost 
immediately that the Japanese 
boat wag practically cut in two. 
Ags soon as the accident occurred 
the -Jatter dropped her anchor in 
what was a much travelled chan- 
nel of the river, and had it not 
been. for the prompt orders of Mr. 
A, C, Kella, Assistant Harbour 
Master‘ at Woosung, who succeed- 
cd in getting the ship towed out 
of ‘the: fairway, a serious block- 
nye of river traffic would have re- 
sulted. The Japanese boat was 
accordingly. towed off to a portion 
of the river about. 17 feet deep. 
not far from the Number 3 buoy, 
off the Shanghai side. : 

The accident was witnessed dy. 
an official of the Whangpoo Con— 
servancy Board at Woosung, who 


immediately notified. the Harbour}: 


Master and went with him to the 
scene of ‘collision with two Con- 
sorvancy tugs with which they suc- 


lceeded in towing the Jinsho. Maru

some 17ft. of water on the Shang- 
hai ‘side of; the Huang-pu.

_ War Debts. 

Very probably the question of 
settling the inter-Allied and asgo- 
ciated war debts will prove to be 
the mogt difficult of all the post- 
war .problems. Most of the ‘pro- 
dlems ag between the victotious-and 
the defeated Powers have been set- 
tled on definite bases, although, of 
course, there are widely differing 
opinions as. to the fairness of those 
Bases. But the problem of adjust- 
ing the expenditures and borrow- 
ings of the allied and associated 
Powers~‘remaing un exceedingly 
thorny one, productive of much 
misunderstanding “and not,a little 
animosity. | Britain has managed 
to get nearly all her ‘creditors 


under definite funding agreements,, 


but in every cage. there has been a 
very liberal reduction of the orj- 
ginal bill, © France has not yet 
signed a definite agreement with 
Britain but she is now making pay- 
ments on account, a telegram re- 
ceived this week stating that she 
had ‘paid her second contribution 
of £2,000;000. On the other hand, 
Critain is paying away very large 
sums ander her funding agreement 
with the United States. In spite 
of yo many agreements there is a 
tremendous amount of unsatisfac- 
tory resentment everywher®, and it 
is not too much: to say that this 
constant exchange of big cash sums 
between the various nations gives 
rise to what is a most regrettable 
discoutent. .. It is interesting to 
yead the reply which has been sent 
by Mr. Mellon, the, Secretary of the 
U. 8. Treasury;. to the faculties of 
the Columbia and. Princeton Uni- 
veralties,.on the manifestoes which 
they have presented urging . the 
Government. of, the United States 
to reconsider the settlement, be- 
cause in it Mr. Mellon asserta that 
the..re-opening of. the question 
would be a backward step “caleul- 
ated to produce discord. and con- 
fusion.” He further states that 
a nation is hardly likely to .main- 
tan its respect af. other, countries 
by sacrificing its own: just claims. 
Mr, Mellon ‘obviously ‘speaks his 
honest conviction and also 
his. colleagues in. the. .

pay for the ‘portrait, but only 
half of that amount was obtained, 
and ag the balance is not forth- 
coming the artist, Mr. J. A.A. 
Berrie, proposes taking legal 
action against the women’s’ com- 
mittee. 2 0 '- : ‘ 
A leading member of the com- 
mitteo declares that “at the time 
the presentation was made Alder- 
man Holdsworth was. informed 
that avout half the amount was 
subscribed and he promised to'pay 
aie rest, but "he has not dono so’ 
yet.” . ; 
Alderman Holdsworth is indign- 
ant at the situation that has arisen 
and hag stated that he will -not 
now aceept the ~ portrait in. any 
circumstances and “would rather 
see it publicly burned.”. 
This latter statement has given 
a certain film corporation a bright. 
idea. Seizing upon the ex-Muayor’s 
words, they. have offered to meet 
his-desire by giving ‘the portrait 
a public burning.on the shore at’ 
New Brighton. The only condi- 
tions ae impose are that the 
burning shall be preceeded by & 
public parade headed by a brass 
band and that the film of the 
unique, episode be displayed ut 
their own discretion not only lo- 
cally but throughout the kingdom. 
f his.offer is accepted the film 
company -undertakes to defray all 
expenses in connection" with - the 
burning, and to pay the artist’s 
fee. The withdrawal of the writs 
against the women’s committee 
would then follow. . 


The Mayor is Willing. 


Aldernian Holdsworth, in an in- 
tervicw expressed approved of the 
idea of burning his portrait. 
“The portrait is sf ing to he burn- 
ed,” he said, “and Lam quite will- 
ing it should be burned for the 
films.
